FLAT  RATE  INFORMATION 


This  publication  is  also  a  uniform  Flat  Rate  Pricing  Guide 
established  by  the  Boston  Police  Department.  It  is  to  be  used  when 
passengers  are  transported  from  the  City  of  Boston,  or  Logan  Interna- 
tional Airport  to  the  listed  cities  and  towns. 

Flat  Rate  trips  to  locations  not  listed  in  the  book  will  be  charg- 
ed at  a  rate  of  $2.10  per  odometer  mile.  Make  sure  you  have  maps 
and  record  the  starting  mileage  before  starting  the  trip. 

The  prices  listed  are  approved  by  the  Boston  Police  Commis- 
sioner, and  prices  exceeding  those  listed  will  be  considered  overcharges 
by  the  Commissioner. 

Every  taxi  driver,  licensed  by  the  Boston  Police  Department,  shall 
have  a  copy  of  this  flat  rate  book  while  operating  a  taxi.  The  driver,  may, 
on  all  known  and  agreed-upon  flat  rate  fares,  collect  the  fare  in  advance. 
The  taxicab  driver  shall  be  reimbursed  for  all  tunnel,  bridge,  turnpike, 
and  other  toll  roads.  ONE  WAY  ONLY. 

An  additional  airport  pool  fee  of  $.50  will  be  charged  for  trips 
originating  from  Logan  Airport. 

When  the  passenger  has  the  taxi  driver  wait,  the  driver,  in  addi- 
tion, may  charge  waiting  time  at  the  rate  of  $18.00  per  hour.  No  charge 
will  be  made  for  lost  time  because  of  traffic  or  weather  conditions. 

A  passenger,  who,  on  arrival  at  his  chosen  destination  (listed  in 
the  flat  rate  booklet)  requests  to  be  taken  to  another  destination,  shall 
be  charged  at  the  meter  rate  for  each  additional  mile  or  fraction  thereof. 

When  a  trip  is  a  round  trip  (passenger  is  taken  to  a  flat  rate  com- 
munity and  returned  to  Boston)  the  passenger  shall  be  charged  the  listed 
flat  rate  price  for  the  outbound  part  of  the  trip,  and  ONE-HALF  the  listed 
price  for  the  return  trip. 

The  Police  Commissioner  requires  that  the  taxicab  driver  MUST 
give  the  passengers  a  receipt  for  all  flat  rate  fares.  Receipts  must  meet 
Boston  Police  Department  requirements,  and  shall  include  the  follow- 
ing information:  NAME  OF  COMPANY  MEDALLION  NUMBER, 
DRIVER'S  HACKNEY  LICENSE  NUMBER,  AMOUNTOF  FARE,  DATE 
AND  TIME  OF  DAY  NAME  OF  DRIVER  (PRINTED),  SIGNATURE  OF 
DRIVER.

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BOSTON 

Since  1630,  Boston  has  evolved  into  an  international  city,  and  center  of  finance, 
trade,  culture,  the  arts,  medicine  and  education. 

Boston's  history  is  an  integral  part  of  what  nnakes  this  an  exciting  and  interest- 
ing city. 

Beside  the  historic  sites,  its  cultural  institutions  such  as  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra,  The  Boston  Pops,  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  The  Museum  of  Science 
are  among  the  world-renowned  treasures  that  keep  visitors  coming  back. 

Rarely  does  one  find  so  much  in  a  city.  Be  proud  of  it  and  learn  as  much  as 
you  can  to  make  it  a  fond  memory  for  you  and  visitors. 

Boston  was  named  after  the  English  Town  of  Boston  in  Lincolnshire,  England. 

Listed  below  are  some  locations  that  should  be  of  interest  to  visitors; 

BOSTON  COMMON 

The  land,  50  acres,  was  owned  by  Rev.  William  Blackstone,  it  was  given  to 
him  by  the  King  of  England.  He  sold  it  to  the  puritans  for  30  pounds  and 
Blackstone's  property  became  common  property. 

It  is  the  oldest  public  park  in  the  world  and  the  1st  Governor  of  the  Colony, 
Governor  Winthrop  set  the  land  aside  as  a  grazing  place  for  cows  and  as  a  train- 
ing area  for  the  soldiers. 

The  first  football  game  in  America  was  played  here. 

BOSTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  library,  at  Copley  Square,  was  opened  to  the  public  in  1895. 

However,  when  it  first  opened  as  the  first  free  municipal  library  in  the  United 
States  in  1854  it  was  located  on  Mason  St.  In  1858  it  moved  to  Boylston  St.  (The 
Colonial  Theatre  site). 

BUNKER  HILL  MONUMENT 

The  monument  was  started  in  1825,  fifty  years  after  the  famous  battle  on  June 
17,  1775.  It  was  built  in  memory  of  those  "Americans"  who  fought  and  died  in 
that  battle. 

The  cornerstone  was  laid  by  Lafayette  in  1825,  but  the  monument  was  not 
completed  until  1843,  because  a  railroad  had  to  be  built  from  Quincy  to  the  site 
to  transport  the  granite. 

The  monument  is  221  feet  high,  and  has  a  294  step  spiral  staircase  to  its  top. 
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FANEUIL  HALL 

Built  in  1742  and  given  to  the  city  by  Peter  Faneuil.  It  was  named  "The  Cradle 
of  Liberty"  by  John  Adams. 

It  is  the  home  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillary  Company,  the  oldest 
military  organization  in  America  which  was  founded  in  1638.  Members  fought 
in  all  of  the  battles  of  the  American  Revolution. 

Four  members  of  the  Ancient  &  Honorable  became  Presidents  —  Monroe, 
Arthur,  Coolidge  and  Kennedy. 

GRANARY  BURYING  GROUND 

So  named  because  it  was  located  next  to  a  2400  square  foot  barn,  used  to 
store  Grain. 

The  cemetery  is  the  resting  place  of  John  Hancock,  Samual  Adams,  Paul 
Revere,  Benjamin  Franklin's  parents  (Large  Monument),  Peter  Faneuil,  John 
Phillips  (1st  Mayor  of  Boston),  Mary  Goose  (Mother  Goose)  and  many  local 
residents  of  the  times. 

KING'S  CHAPEL 

Completed  in  1754,  it  was  the  first  Anglican  Church  in  Boston.  Here  is  the 
oldest  graveyard  in  Boston  and  buried  here  are  William  Dowes,  Capt.  Robert 
Keayne,  1st  commander  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery,  Governor  John 
Winthrop,  and  Elizabeth  Pain  (who  was  suppose  to  be  Hawthorne's  heroine 
depicted  as  Hester  Prynne  in  "Scarlet  Letter"). 

JOHN  HANCOCK  TOWER 

The  tower  was  completed  in  1976.  It  is  60  stories  and  is  790  feet  high.  It  is 
the  tallest  building  in  New  England  and  has  10,434  panes  of  glass. 

OLD  CITY  HALL 

The  building  of  French  design  is  on  School  St.  and  was  built  during  the  civil 
war  (1862).  It  was  designed  by  Gridley  Bryant  who  also  designed  Boston  City 
Hospital. 

The  bronze  statutes  in  front  of  the  building  are  of  Josiah  Quincy  (5  time  mayor 
of  Boston),  and  Benjamin  Franklin. 

Tablets  on  the  bottom  of  Franklin's  statute  show  him  (1)  working  as  a  printer, 
(2)  signing  The  Declaration  of  Independence  (3)  Signing  a  Treaty  with  France 
(4)  experimenting  with  electricity.

HISTORY  OF  LANDMARKS 


OLD  IRONSIDES 

The  U.S.  Constitution  was  built  between  1794  and  1797.  It  had  its  maiden  voyage 
on  July  2,  1798. 

The  frigate  is  noted  for  its  many  battles  during  the  1800's  and  never  lost  a 
battle.  The  most  famous  battles  occurred  in  the  war  of  1812. 

In  1828  she  was  declared  unworthy  and  was  scheduled  to  be  decommission- 
ed. The  decision  created  national  protest  which  prompted  Oliver  Wendall  Holmes 
to  write  "Old  Ironsides". 

The  protest  worked,  and  "Old  Ironsides"  is  the  oldest  commissioned  ship 
in  the  U.S.  Navy. 

OLD  SOUTH  CHURCH 

(Corner  of  Washington  &  Milk  Sts.) 

Built  in  1729,  it  was  the  site  of  some  of  the  most  important  town  meetings  in 
the  City  of  Boston  before  the  Revolutionary  War. 

It  was  from  this  church  that  the  Boston  Tea  Party  was  launched.  After  the  tea 
was  dumped  on  12-16-1773  the  English  Parliament  passed  the  Port  Act  which 
closed  all  shipping  to  Boston. 

At  the  news  of  the  closing  of  the  Port  of  Boston,  people  from  Maine  to  Georgia, 
sent  food  &  supplies  and  the  Virginia  Legislature  called  for  the  first  Continental 
Congress.  Sam  and  John  Adams  represented  Massachusetts. 

OLD  STATE  HOUSE 

(Washington  &  State  Sts.) 

Built  in  1712.  It  was  the  seat  of  Colonial  Government.  From  the  balcony  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  was  first  read  to  the  citizens  of  Boston. 

Along  side  the  Old  State  House  is  the  site  of  the  Boston  Massacre  where  5 
men  (Cripus  Attucks,  Sam  Maverick,  Jonas  Caldwell,  Sam  Gray  and  Patrick  Carr) 
were  killed  in  1770  by  the  British. 

NEW  STATE  HOUSE 

Designed  by  Charles  Bulfinch,  the  "New  State  House  was  erected  on  land  bought 
from  John  Hancock  for  4,000  pounds. 

Samuel  Adams  laid  the  cornerstone  on  July  4,  1795  and  it  was  opened  on 
January  11,  1798. 
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PAUL  REVERE  HOUSE 

(19  North  Sq.) 

Built  in  1676.  It  is  the  oldest  structure  in  Boston,  and  Revere  owned  it  from 
1770  to  1800. 

The  site  of  the  house  was  once  the  location  of  Increase  Mather's  home,  Minister 
of  the  2nd  church,  who  lived  there  until  it  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1676.  A  new 
house  was  built  by  a  wealthy  merchant  and  was  eventually  bought  by  Revere. 

Revere  had  7  children  by  his  first  wife  and  8  more  by  his  second  wife.  He  was 
a  Silversmith  and  made  his  historic  ride  to  Lexington  and  Concord  on  April  18, 
1775.  He  also  took  part  in  the  Boston  Tea  Party  in  1773. 

THE  KETTLE  AT  SCOLLAY  SQUARE 

The  Copper  Tea  Kettle  was  made  in  1873  and  was  used  as  an  advertisement 
for  the  Oriental  Tea  Company  which  was  located  there. 

The  capacity  of  the  Steaming  Tea  Kettle  is  227  gallons,  2  quarts,  one  pint  and 
3  gills. 

TRINITY  CHURCH 

The  original  Trinity  Church  was  built  on  Summer  St.  in  1734.  It  was  destroyed 
by  the  great  fire  in  1872. 

Construction  of  the  new  church  in  Copley  Square  began  in  1873.  Forty  five 
hundred  (4,500)  wooden  piles  were  driven  into  the  marshy  land  as  a  foundation. 

It  is  considered  the  most  beautiful  church  in  Boston. 
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The  following  are  excerpts  from  the  hackney  carriage  rules  and  regulations 
which  all  drivers  should  be  aware  of.  These  regulations  are  extremely  impor- 
tant, not  only  as  they  relate  to  good  passenger  relationships,  but  to  maintain 
high  standards  in  the  industry. 

Meter  Illumination,  Tampering,  Etc. 

No  driver  shall  operate  a  taxicab  unless  the  taximeter  is  illuminated  day  and 
night  so  it  is  clearly  visible,  from  the  rear  seat  by  the  passenger,  nor  shall  ob- 
jects be  placed  near  the  taximeter  to  obstruct  the  passengers  view  of  the  meter. 

No  driver,  or  owner  shall  tamper  with,  repair  or  attempt  to  repair,  or  connect 
any  unauthorized  device  to  the  taximeter,  or  connect  any  cable,  electrical  wiring 
or  electronic  device,  or  make  any  change  in  the  vehicle  mechanism  or  its  tires 
which  would  affect  the  operation  of  the  taximeter. 

The  discovery  of  such  action  shall  result  in  the  immediate  suspension  or  revoca- 
tion of  the  hackney  license  (medallion)  and  the  hackney  carriage  drivers'  license. 

Selecting  Fares 

A  driver  shall  not  indicate  by  word,  card,  motion,  or  gesture  that  he/she  is 
restricting  directions  of  travel  or  destination.  The  driver  shall  not  ask  passengers 
for  a  destination  until  the  passenger(s)  are  seated. 

Shortest  Route 

The  driver  shall  take  a  passenger(s)  to  his/her  destination  by  the  shortest 
reasonable  route  unless  the  passenger  requests  a  different  route,  or  unless  the 
driver  proposes  a  faster  alternative  route  which  the  passenger  agrees  to.  The 
driver  shall  comply  with  all  reasonable  and  lawful  routing  requests  of  the 
passenger  unless  it  is  impossible  or  unsafe  for  the  driver  to  comply. 

Overcharging 

A  driver  shall  not  demand  from  any  passenger  a  fare  more  than  that  established 
by  the  Police  Commissioner,  regardless  of  the  number  of  passengers  conveyed. 

No  driver  shall  collect  or  attempt  to  collect  separate  fares  from  individual 
passengers  or  parties  who  have  shared  a  taxicab  for  part  or  all  of  a  trip  unless 
said  fares  are  specifically  authorized  as  part  of  a  group  riding  program  approv- 
ed by  the  Police  Commissioner. 
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Correct  Change 

A  driver  shall  give  the  correct  change  to  a  passenger  who  has  paid  the  fare. 
A  driver  must  be  capable  of  nnaking  change  for  a  $20.00  bill. 

Receipts 

Upon  completion  of  a  trip  the  driver  of  a  hackney  carriage  shall,  on  request, 
give  a  receipt  to  a  passenger  for  the  amount  charged,  either  by  an  automatic 
printed  receipt  or  by  a  specially  prepared  receipt  approved  by  the  Police 
Commissioner. 

The  receipt  shall  contain: 

1.  The  name  of  the  company  and  medallion  number. 

2.  Date,  time  and  mileage. 

3.  Amount  of  fares  and  extras. 

4.  Driver's  name  and  the  hackney  carriage  driver's  license  number  of 
the  driver. 

5.  Signature  of  the  driver,  and  any  other  requirements  the  police  com- 
missioner may  deem  necessary. 

Passenger  Refusal  To  Pay 

Should  a  passenger  refuse  to  pay  the  fare  the  driver  should  proceed  directly 
to  the  nearest  police  station,  present  the  facts  and  follow  the  officer's  instruc- 
tions for  resolving  the  dispute.  A  complaint  can  be  sought  by  the  driver,  under 
Mass.  General  Laws,  Chapter  159A  Section  16,  for  fare  evasion. 

Dress  Code 

Every  driver  having  charge  of  a  Licensed  Taxicab  in  a  public  place  shall  be 
hygienically  clean,  well  groomed  and  neat  and  clean  in  appearance,  suitably 
dressed,  and  shall  wear,  attached  to  the  left  breast  of  the  outer  garment,  a  license 
issued  to  the  driver  by  the  Police  Commissioner. 

Male  drivers  shall  be  clean  shaven,  and  hair  shall  be  neatly  trimmed.  If  a  beard 
or  moustache  is  worn,  it  shall  be  well  groomed  and  neatly  trimmed  at  all  times 
in  order  not  to  present  a  ragged  appearance. 

The  term  suitably  dressed  shall  be  interpreted  to  mean  the  driver,  if  male,  shall 
wear  trousers,  shoes,  and  appropriate  outer  garments.  In  warm  weather,  the 
male  driver  shall  wear,  as  an  outer  garment,  a  shirt  with  collar,  with  or  without  a  tie. 
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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


The  following  articles  of  clothing  are  considered  inappropriate  and  are  not 
permitted,  when  the  driver,  male  or  female,  is  in  charge  of  a  licensed  Boston 
taxicab. 

T-Shirts,  underwear,  tank  tops,  body  shirts,  swim  wear,  jogging  suits  or  similar 
types  of  attire  when  worn  as  outer  garments.  Shorts  or  trunks  (bathing  or  jogg- 
ing); sandals  or  any  type  of  open-toed  footwear. 

Reckless  or  Unsafe  Operation 

No  driver  shall  operate  a  hackney  carriage  recklessly,  or  in  an  unsafe  man- 
ner, or  in  disregard  to  statute  law,  city  ordinances  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Boston  Transportation  Department,  town  by  laws,  or  rules  and  regulations 
established  by  Logan  International  Airport  governing  the  operation  of  motor 
vehicles,  or  in  disregard  for  public  safety. 

Refusal  of  Passengers 

A  driver  shall  not  refuse  a  passenger  unless  previously  engaged,  or  unless 
the  conditions  are  such  as  those  described  in  the  following  paragraph.  A  driver 
may  not  discriminate  based  on  race,  sex,  sexual  preference,  age,  mobility  or 
passenger  destination. 

A  driver  is  not  required  to  transport: 

1.  Intoxicating  persons 

2.  Disorderly  persons 

3.  Passengers  who  are  knowingly  violating  any  federal,  state  or  local 
law. 

4.  Passenger  whom  the  driver  has  just  cause  to  fear  bodily  injury  to 
himself  or  damage  to  the  hackney  carriage. 

Passenger's  Control  of  Vehicle 

No  driver  having  charge  of  any  licensed  hackney  carriage  shall  take  up  or 
carry  any  other  passenger  after  the  hackney  carriage  has  been  occupied  or 
engaged  by  any  prior  passenger  without  the  consent  of  such  prior  passenger. 
The  first  passenger  shall  not  be  obliged,  or  requested  to  pay  an  extra  fare  or 
fee  for  refusing  to  share  the  hackney  carriage. 
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Disabled  or  Blind  People 

All  hackney  carriage  drivers  are  required  by  State  Law,  Chapter  272  Sec.  98A 
to  accept  any  blind,  deaf  or  hearing  handicapped  persons  or  other  handicap- 
ped persons  accompanied  by  a  guide  dog. 

Lost  Property 

The  driver  and/or  owner  of  a  hackney  carriage  may  be  personally  liable  for 
any  loss  of  property  suffered  by  passengers  if  after  a  determination  by  the  In- 
spector of  Carriages  or  the  Commissioner's  Appeal  Board  that  the  loss  of  pro- 
perty was  caused  by  the  intentional  misconduct  or  negligence  of  the  driver  or 
owner  of  the  taxicab. 

The  driver  shall  thoroughly  search  the  interior  of  the  vehicle,  and  trunk  im- 
mediately after  the  termination  of  each  trip.  Found  Property  shall  be  returned 
to  the  passenger  immediately  or  taken  to  the  Hackney  Carriage  Unit  without  delay 

Smoking  Regulations 

A  driver  shall  not  smoke  while  transporting  passengers  if  said  passenger  so 
requests.  A  driver  can  request  that  a  passenger  or  passengers  not  smoke,  and 
this  can  be  indicated  by  signage  posted  within  the  hackney  carriage. 

However,  a  driver  cannot  refuse  a  passenger  by  using  the  no  smoking  restric- 
tions to  select  trips  or  direction  of  travel  or  refuse  to  take  passengers  to  their 
destination. 

Occupancy  of  Front  Seat 

A  driver  may  not  transport  more  than  the  seating  capacity  lawfully  allowed 
in  a  hackney  carriage.  A  child  in  arms  may  not  be  counted  as  a  passenger  in 
this  regard. 

No  driver  shall  allow  anyone  to  ride  in  the  front  seat,  adjacent  to  the  driver 
except  under  the  following  conditions: 

1.  In  the  event  that  the  rear  compartment  of  the  hackney  carriage  is  fully  oc- 
cupied by  passengers,  all  of  whom  have  entered  the  vehicle  at  the  same 
time,  and  there  exist  need  of  seating  one  more  person  of  such  group  which 
has  engaged  the  taxicab,  such  person  should  be  allowed  to  occupy  the 
front  seat  adjacent  to  the  driver. 

2.  An  elderly  or  disabled  person  should  be  allowed  to  sit  in  the  front  seat 
if  such  person  cannot  comfortably  and  safely  occupy  the  rear  seat. 
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Good  driver  discretion  should  be  used  at  all  times  taking  into  considera- 
tion the  safety  of  the  driver. 

Elderly/Disabled  Discount  Progress 

A  special  40%  discount  program  is  in  effect  for  the  elderly  and  disabled 
residents  of  Boston.  This  program  was  established  by  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment and  the  Boston  Taxi  Industry. 

The  program  is  an  integral  part  of  the  taxi  rate  structure,  and  every  licensed 
Hackney  carriage  driver  must,  under  penalty  of  disciplinary  action,  honor  these 
discount  coupons  at  their  full  face  value. 

Drivers  do  not  lose  any  money  by  accepting  these  coupons  and  they  can  be 
redeemed  at  your  garage  or  the  hackney  carriage  office  at  full  face  value. 

Courtesy  to  Passengers 

No  driver  shall  speak  in  an  obscene,  boisterous,  loud  or  abusive  manner  while 
he/she  is  engaged  in  providing  service  to  passengers.  Nor  shall  the  driver 
threaten,  harass  or  abuse  any  passenger  or  use  or  attempt  to  use  physical  force 
against  a  passenger  except  in  self  defense. 

Drinking  Alcohol  From  An  Open  Container 

No  person  may  drive  a  taxicab  while  drinking  from  an  open  container  which 
contains  any  alcoholic  beverage  while  driving  upon  any  roadway  or  in  any  place 
to  which  members  of  the  public  have  access  as  invitees  or  licensees.  (Mass 
General  Law,  Chap  90-241). 

No  passenger  should  be  allowed  to  drink  alcohol  while  being  transported, 
taking  into  consideration  the  safety  and  lives  of  the  general  public,  the  safety 
of  the  driver  or  damage  to  the  taxicab. 

The  driver  may  appeal  to  any  police  officer  who  should  assist  the  driver  In 
any  lawful  way,  and  if  in  possession  of  the  necessary  evidence  of  any  criminal 
behavior  should  prosecute  the  offending  passenger. 

Multiple  Loading  During  Emergencies 

Upon  determination  by  Airport  or  Amtrak  Management  that  a  shortage  of  taxis 
exists  due  to  unusual  conditions,  multiple  loading  will  be  permitted. 

In  such  cases  when  a  taxi  is  occupied  by  more  than  one  party.  Each  party 
shall  be  charged  the  established  fare,  less  two  ($2.00)  dollars. 

Under  these  conditions  there  shall  be  No  charges  for  any  tolls  or  fees. 

There  is  also  a  minimum  charge  of  $2.50  for  each  party  under  these  conditions. 
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HEARING  PROCEDURES 
FOR  DRIVERS  AND  OWNERS 


When  a  licensed  hackney  carriage  driver/owner  violates  any  hackney  car- 
riage rules  and  regulations,  city  ordinances  or  statute  law,  that  persons  hackney 
carriage  driver's  license  or  hackney  carriage  license  (medallion)  may  be  suspend- 
ed or  revoked,  according  to  hackney  carriage  rules  and  regulations. 

If  a  complaint  is  lodged  against  the  owner  and/or  operator,  the  owner  or  operator 
will  be  notified  of  the  date,  time,  and  location  of  a  hearing.  The  hearing  notice 
will  also  indicate  the  nature  of  the  complaint. 

All  complaints  and  violations  of  hackney  carriage  rules  and  regulations,  laws 
and  ordinances  received  from  the  public  or  police  officers  shall  be  brought  before 
the  officer  in  charge  of  the  Office  of  Inspector  of  Carriages  who  shall  hear  the 
facts.  If  the  hackney  carriage  driver  or  owner  is  found  guilty  of  the  complaint 
or  violation,  or  is  deemed  to  be  unsuitable  to  own  or  operate,  the  Inspector  of 
Carriages  may  suspend  or  revoke  the  hackney  carriage  drivers  license  of  the 
offender. 

If  the  owner  of  any  hackney  carriage  is  found  guilty  of  the  offense  charged 
while  he  is  driving  said  hackney  carriage,  the  license  for  said  hackney  carriage 
(medallion)  shall  be  suspended  or  revoked,  in  addition  to  any  action  that  may 
be  taken  in  regards  to  his  driver's  license,  and  said  hackney  carriage  shall  not 
be  used  during  the  period  of  suspension  or  revocation. 

All  hackney  carriage  drivers  and  owners  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  to  the 
Police  Commissioner,  provided  the  appeal  is  made  in  writing  within  48  hours 
of  the  date  of  the  finding.  Said  appeal  shall  be  heard  by  an  appeal  board,  and 
the  appellant  shall  have  the  right  to  be  represented  by  counsel  at  said  hearing, 
to  introduce  evidence  he  may  desire,  and  to  cross  examine  witnesses.
